CAIRO (UPI). — Prime Minister

Carter seeking

0 US timetable

"WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter is once again intensifying his 
efforts to try to convince Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat to accept the 
U.S.-sponsored compromise on the 
sensitive matter of a timetable for 
Palestinian autonomy on the West 

Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The U.S. strategy, according to 
reliable sources here, is to win Egyp- 
tian acceptance first. This would 
automatically renew the pressure on 
Israel to follow suit. 

U.S. officials have indicated that 
Senate majority leader Robert Byrd 
{(Democrat-West Virginia) was ask- 
ed by Carter to urge Sadat at their 
meeting later this week in Cairo to 
go along with the compromise. It is 
understood that Byrd, currently ona 
Middle East tour, is serving as a 
special emissary for the president. 

Carter also will appeal personally 
to Egyptian’ Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil to accept the entire 
U.S.-sponsored treaty package, 


which includes the joint letter on the 
West Bank-Gaza Strip issues, as well 
as the draft treaty Stself. Israel has 
accepted the U.S. draft treaty but 
has not endorsed the joint letter even 
though U.S. officials continue to 
point out that that letter was drafted 
during a lengthy meeting on 
November 11 between Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and the Israeli 
negotiating team — Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman and 
Supreme Court Justice Aharon 
Barak. 

The Americans believe that Dayan 
gave his personal stamp of approval 
to the text of that letter, which calls 
for Israc} and Egypt ‘'to negotiate in 
good faith and continuously with the 
objective of holding elections not 
later than the erd of 1979."" 

Vance and cther key U.S. officials 
have been somewhat encouraged by 
the fact that Israel has not ‘‘for- 
mally"’ rejected the letter. The

The statement said “that “in the 
ght cf previous experience" (an ap- 
parent reference to past armed 
clashes in Jordan between the 
authorities and the Palestine 
terrorists) the two sides “stressed a 
number of principles to perpetuate 
and develop such cooperation." 

Among the principles. was one 
declaring full recognition of the 


‘sovereignty of the state — in this 


case Jordan — “over all its territory 
and people, who are all equal before 
the law." 

Another principle was ‘‘Palesti- 
nian independence of action within 
the framework of the PLO, which is 
the sole and legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinians.” 


UNESCO aid again denied Israel 


PARIS. — UNESCO members ence 
again cut Israel off from UNESCO 
ald yesterday and charged it with 
‘continuing to ''Judaize” Jerusalem 
‘and altering it through 
archaeological digs. 

“Relations between UNESCO and 
Israel are in peril," Amiel E. Najar. 
Israel's arnbassador to the General 
Conference. said after the regolution 
was adopted 67-24, with 18 absten- 
tions. He termed the vote “a blunt 
expression of cultural imperialism 
of the Arabs." 

Chief U.S. delegate John 
Reinhardt said the resolution was ‘a 
totally unacceptable” attempt to in- 
ject ‘divisive political issues" into 
UNESCO's proper concern with 
protecting cultural heritage, in this 
case Islamic monuments in 
Jerusalem. He added that the resolu- 
tion failed to take into account the 


findings of an investigating com- 
mittee sent to Jerusalem and ignores 
“something 88 important aa the sim- 
ple fact that there are now no active 
excavations under way in 
Jerusalem. 


“Tt is both profoundly disappoin- 
ting and perplexing io my . govern- 
ment that member states would be 
prepared to compromise UNESCO's 
basic principles and ideals in sup- 
port of a relatively few members’ 
nerrcow political interests,’’ 
Reinhardt said.

‘accusation that Israel was trying to 


“Judaize" Jerusalem as a “very 
large step backward" from the spirit 
of conciliation shown in a similar 
resolution approved at the 1976 
UNESCO General Conference in 
Nairobi.

Syrians order ban

— The Syrian 
authorities have ordered a ban on 
trade with Egypt, the newspaper ‘‘a- 
Thawra” said yesterday. 

“This decision is an implementa- 

tion of resolutions taken at the 
Baghdad summit conference,"" the 
newspaper said. 
: The summit, held In the Iraqi 
capital earlier thia month, called for 
the application of Arab boycott 
regulations to Egypt. 

“A-Thawra said the ban would 
mean a halJt to “811 import and ex- 
port of goods to and from Egypt."

PEKING (Reuter). — The people of 
China were told yesterday that a free 
speech campaign had been launched 
in Peking with the approval of pop- 
ular Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping. 
His endorsement brought 
thousands of people into the streets 
of the capital for two mass rallies at 
which they cheered as speakers

Katz family set to leave 
USSR for Boston today

refused on grounds of national 
security — both had worked as com- 
puter engineers. 

Their application to emigrate 
became a matter of urgency one 
year ago with the birth of their first 


daughter, Jessica, who is said to suf- 
fer from a rare condition known asa 
malabsorption syndrome. Her 
parents say she ig unable to digest 
Milk fats, gains weight at a 
dangerously slow rate, and is in need 
of treatment in the U.S. 

The Katz family's plans were 
further complicated by the birth of a 
second daughter, Gabriella, last 
Thursday, which resulted in the need 
for more paperwork.

Haga brings gas defence kits to cities 


Jerusalem Pest Beporter 
TEL AVIV. — Some 1,500,000 


chemical warfare defence kits were 


relocated during the last year and 
are now stored in forward emergen- 
cy stores in dozens of municipalities. 
The time required for distribution to 
the local population was shortened, 
according to Tat-Aluf Yitzhak Zaid, 
chief of the Civil Defence Corps 
(Haga). 

He was speaking on the eve of 
Haga Day. which is celebrated on 
November 29. This commemorates 
the day in 1947 when the UN voted to 
partition Palestine. 

Zaid declared that Haga enjoys a 
high priority in ‘fortifications, 
weaponry and quality personnel.” 

Zaid noted that in two years all 
chemical defence kits — consisting 
of gas masks, filters, syringes, and 
special ponchos to prevent exposure 


to gas — would be relocated from 
their central stores nearer to their 
prospective users. He disclosed that 
the corps is perfecting an inexpen- 
sive sealant to be used in case of & 
gas alert to sea] ἃ room hermetical- 
ly. 

According to Zaid, 83 per cent of 
the population now has access to air 
raid shelters. Over the last two years. 
some 700 public shelters were built 
or are under construction. Some of 
the shelters in border settlements 
can also withstand artillery 
shellings. 

The IDF spokesman announced 
yesterday that Haga exercises will 
be held today in the Jezreel Valley 
and in Western Galilee. During the 
exercises sirens will be sounded and 
In the case of a rea] alert rising and 
falling sirens wil] be sounded for one 
minute.

Syria hits ae

DAMASCUS (AP). — On the eve of a 
delicate mission to Eastern Europe 
by Syrian President Hafez Assad, 
Syria implicitly criticized the Soviet 
Union yesterday for not pledging 
enough military support. 

Amid reports of 2 PUispute between 
Moscow and Damascus over 
replenishing Syrian weapons, the 
government newspaper ‘‘Tishrin” 
said that, as the primary confronta- 
tion state with Israel. Syria needs 
the kind of " “maillitary assistance that 
was granted in the past to Cuba and 
Vietnam.” It added: “Words and 
verbal support are no longer enough 
and Syria needs adequate means to 
face the increasing power of the 
Israeli aggressor. supported by the 
U.S. Without that, solidarity isa vain 
and empty ποτὰ." 

The article, revealing the first 
strong official hint of a dispute with 
Moscow, follows the abrupt return 
last week of Syria's chief of staff 
from Moscow after completing only 
half his scheduled six-day visit.

TEL AVIV. — National Religious 
Party ministers and Knesset 
members are scheduled to meet 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin this 
morning ta submit the party's de- 
mand that the Democratic 
Movement's representation in the 
cabinet be cut.

The government's increasingly 
tough moves came amid mounting 
fears of another major spasm of 
bloodshed during Moharram, when 
religious passions among Iran's 82 
million Shia Moslems traditionally 
run high and could easily erupt in the 
current simmering untest. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, the Shi‘ftes 
spiritual leader and the shah's 
bitterest foe, has called for street 
protests next month and urged his 
followers to disrupt Iran's vital oil 
bidustry. Khomeint is in exile in 
Paris. (UPI, AP) 


Japan and Iran confirm 
Asian Games participation 


TOKYO (Reuter). — The Japan 
Track and Field Assoctation yester- 
day decided to send a team to next 
Monday’s Asian Games in Bangkok. 
And Iran, ending speculation that it’ 
would withdraw from the games 
because of internal problems, filed 
its entry form for the competitions. 

Hanji Aoki, president of the 
Japanese association, said that the 
decision to compete in the games 
‘was taken unanimously at an urgent 
executive meeting. 

The meeting had been called to 
discuss the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation's (IAAF) deci- 
sion last week not to sanction the 
games becauze the Aslan Games 
Federation had not invited Israel, 
citing security reasons. — 


The IAAF warned that par- " 


ticipants in the games would not be 
allowed to compete in future LAAF 


meetings, including the 1980 Moscow 
Olympics. 

He said Japan wanted to take part 
in the Olympic Games, but added 


‘that the decision to compete in the 


Asian Games was made to promote 
felendly¥ relations between Asian 
nations. 

He also said his association hoped 
the AGF and the Japan Olympic 
Committee would continue to 
negotiate with the IAAF in an effort 
to find a solution to the problem. 

Meanwhile in Bangkok, Dr. Nat In- 
trapan, chairman of the Asian 
Games Organizing committee, told 
Reuter that Iran's entry form was 


‘ filed before the deadline last Friday 


and more than 100 Iranian athletes 
would take part in the games, which 
start on December 9. Iran had said 
earlier they would not attend 
because of ‘‘anti-government 
agitation’ at home. 


New Japanese PM stresses U.S. tie 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Masayoshi 
Ohira, Japan's next prime minister, 
said yesterday that friendship with 
the U.S. would remain the cor- 
nerstone of his foreign policy. 

In a policy outline statement for 
members of his ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party, he said Japan: 
should maintain its defence 
partnership with the U.S. 

“Tt is quite important for Japan, 


the United States and Western 
Europe to maintain mutual un- 
derstanding and continuous friendly 
relations,”" said Ohira, who defeated 
Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda on 
Monday in a preliminary election for 
party president.

AHARON HARLAP, in the double 
role of composer and conductor, first 
conducted his own very short Petite 
Suite. Composed in 1975, the work, 
with its five ‘‘miniatures"’ 
(movements) was originally written 
for bassoon and piano and later quite 
interestingly orchestrated for 
symphonic orchestra. ἡ. | 

Handel's concerto was performed 
on an electronic (Hammond) organ. 
Valery Maisky played his solo part 
with good technique and musica! un- 
derstanding. However, the poor con- 
dition of his instrument (pedals and 
amplifier) impeded clear sonority 
and graded . 

There was also bad balance 
between the soloist and the 
orchestra, which most of the time 
was drowned out by the organ. Even 
so, the cadenzas and the Bach 
Chorale, performed by the soloist as 
an encore, displayed his mastery. 


SOMEHOW the programme as a 
whoie did not sound sufficiently 
rehearsed. Although Harlap con-

T could not hear his exact reply, 
but I heard the supervisor getting 
into the conversation and telling the 
sentry that the armoured car driver 
was In a hurry to get back to Halfa 
because he was afraid of being shot 
from the Arab village after 
darkness. The gate opened and 
Yitzhak loaded me on the armoured 
car, shouting “Shalom” to all his 
pais and then getting Into the car 
himself. 

About 17 minutes had elapsed by 
this time, and I started to have dif- 
ficulties in breathing. The car 
and after about three 
minutes when we were on the main 
road to Haifa, Yitzhak opened the 
suitcase and to the shocked surprise 
of the driver, I came out of it. 

The surprise was even greater to 
my parents when they opened the 
door to find their son standing before 
them with nothing on but shorts and 
holding a suitcase in his hand. Within 
24 hours I was among my friends in 
Tel Aviv participating in the begin- 
nings of the organization of the 
Israeli Defence Force. 

Six more of my friends escaped 
afterwarda in the same manner, one 
by one, before the British found out 
we were missing. Their official 
bulletin said that seven prisoners 
had escaped through the fence with 
me as thelr guide because I was the 
only one who was a native of the 
area. They never found out the real 
method of escape.

Her teen-age son attended 
an agriculture) boarding school 
some distance away, so I was only 
really responsible for his’ medical 
eare during vacation time. 

Esther arrived almost before the 
phone cal] was over and in a rather 
flustered fashion told me that during 
classes the day before Meir had com- 
plained of feeling ill and of heving a 
severe headache. The school nurse 
had examined him and sent him to 
the local hospital, where he was ad- 
mitted immediately. 

Esther had arrived at her son's 
bed-side Jater that afternoon to find 
him sitting up and, much to her 
relief. feeling not too bad. When she 
inquired about his condition, a nurse 
on the evening shift said off- 
handedly that the diagnosis was 

~meningitis, almost certainly due to 
mumps. 

None of the regular unit doctors 
had been around to'give a more 
precise explanation of this seeming- 
ly dramatic diagnosis.

The hospital doctors 
probably reached their preliminary 
diagnosis after examining Meir fully 
and analysing a sample of brain fluid 
obtained by lumbar puncture, that 
is, through a needle inserted Into the 
area of the apinal cord.” 

“Now that you mention It, Meir did 
say that they had stuck something 
into his back soon after he arrived in 
hospital, but nobody had bothered to 
tell him why. 1 5111 don't understand 
why his face didn't swell up if it's 
mumps.” Esther was still not ab- 
solutely convinced. 


Mild meningitis, I explained, 
usually appears in mumps ([f jt is go- 
ing to) along with, or soon after, the 
facia) swelling. Occasionally it is the 
only feature of the infection, making 
the diagnosis less obvious, at least 
initially. With such a confident 
diagnosis in Meir’s case, I again 
reassured her, he would get over the 
whole episode within a few days, 
without any after effects. 

“Thank you doctor,” Esther said. 
“Now 1 understand what has been 
going on. You have set my mind at 
rest.""

TEL AVIV. — Ete Lavud, whose 
shares are traded on the American 
Stock Exchange, has announced that 
its wholly-owned subsidiary Chairs 
of Isr2e] Ltd. in Sderot has reached a 
favourable settlement in its law suit 
against the Wickes Corp. of San 
Diego, California. The sult was 
originally ted in 1975. 

Under the settlement all litigation 
will end. Etz Lavud estimates that 
after all court costs the sum the com- 
pany will realize through the settle- 
ment will be over $1.25m. 
{1L.23.7m.). 

The news was announced by 
Joseph Kremerman on behalf of the 
Etz Lavud board of directors. 

The business of Etz Lavud in- 
cludes laminated plastics, wood 
products, furniture, aircraft Parts, 
precision steel] parts, surgical laser 
systems, the repair and assembly of 
buses, and land development. The 
firm has participated in a major con- 
struction project in Jerusalem. The 
San Simon complex of 240 private 
housing units and a 16,000 sq. ft. 
shopping centre is part of the pro- 
ject. According to the balance sheet 
the project appears as an asset of 
IL9m., but it is expected that it will 
bring in more than 1L100m. 


In 1977 the company showed a loss 
of $0.06 a share as compared with a 
loss of $0.63 a share the previous 
year. In the quarter ending March 
31. 1978, sales were up by some 18 per 
cent and profitability improved as 
well. In the second quarter 
Profitability rose sharply and the 
company reported earnings of $0.30 
a share, bringing up profits to $0.25 
per share for the first half of the 
company's fiscal year. 

A company spokesman said that 
the results" of the preceding two 
years were adversely affected by a 
slump in the construction and 
transport industries. In both areas 
the company has witnessed rapid 
improvement, which has been 
responsible for the turnaround in 
profits.

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UN ridiculing itself

THIRTY-ONE years is a pretty long while. Long enough, the 
powers-that-be at the glasshouse on Bast River must think, to 
rewrite history without anyone taking notice. 

Thus they decreed that November 29th, which falls today, 
must not be remembered as the day on which the UN General 
Assembly passed its historic resolution recognizing the right of 
‘the Jewish people to statehood in their own ancestral land; but 
as an arbitrary occasion to celebrate the Palestinian struggle to 
prevent the establishment of the Jewish State, and later to undo 
it. 

It is, however, typically dumb of the arithmetical UN fugger- 
naut to expect to flatten out manifest facts by naming this day 
“Palestine Day,” and through its ceremonies to seek to place 
the blame on Israel for the loss of the ‘‘inalfenable” rights of the 
Palestinians. 

‘These rights, such as they were, were alienated, if at all, by 
the Palestinian militants who launched and carried out an all- 
out and prolonged assault on Israel, under the aegis of the 
neighbouring Arab states. It is not Israel that took them away, 
and nor is it Israel that can restore them. The only right that 
Israel forcibly denied to the Palestinians, and to the Arabs in 
general, is the right to destroy Israel. 

Because it would rather have the people of the world forget 
the record of warfare and terror in the service of that ancient 
purpose, the PLO; which embodies #, has chosen to forgo the 
pleasure of a UN film on the Palestinians, especially produced 
to adorn this day. There is ‘‘too much violence’’ in the film to 
suit the PLO's current delicate taste. 

But Arab violence, and the effort to deny Israel the right to de- 
fend itself against thie violence, is the very core of the whole 
issue. 

Therefore it is fitting that ‘‘Palestine Day" should have hada 
sort of curtain-raiser only two days ago in the form of a resolu- 
tion by the Genera) Assembly's Political Committee, 
recommending that the Security Council’ should declare an 
embargo on arms for Israel. And it is especially fitting that the 
main sponsor of that resolution should have been Iraq. 

Of all the Arab countries that have been fomenting hostility, 
ever since November 29, 1947, in the name of Palestinian rights, 
none has proved more savage than Irag. The inhumanity that 
traditionally marks Iraq, regardless almost of political regime, 
has been amply displayed not only against the avowed enemy, 
Israel, but against the people of Iraq themselves, notably the 
Kurds, whose quest of self-determination was drowned by the 
rulers of Baghdad in rivers of blood. 

So long as ἃ. country like Iraq can set the tone at the UN, that 
organization can ley no legitimate claim to any useful role in 
pacifying the Middle East. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
might ponder this before he comes out again with an irrelevant 
proposal for the reconvening of the Geneva Conference, under 
his chairmanship. Ἶ

WHETHER OR NOT the owner of the Ramada Shalom Hotel 
will be able to make good his unde: to Jerusalem chief 
rabbi Bezalel Zolti, by employing only non-Jewish — meaning of 
course Arab — personnel in most of the essential] jobs on Satur- 
days, is something for his hotel management to worry about.

It is true that the practice, while firmly rooted in a very dis- 
tant past, has only been discontinued fairly recently. In Tel 
Aviv, Arabs used to be brought over from Jaffa to sweep the 
streets'on the Sabbath as late as the thirties. This was ended 
when it finally dawned on the city fathers that the practice was 
the very antithesis of Zionism: a genuine relic of the galut in the 
revived Eretz Yisrael. 

For plainly, unless a modern Jewish society can keep itself 
going under its own steam, it cannot survive. Better that the 
streets of the ‘first Jewish city" stay dirty on the Seventh Day, 
than that they should be worked over exclusively by non-Jews. 

Admittedly this presents a halachic problem of the first order. 
To their credit, the country's Zionist rabbis have found a means 
of mediating between the imperatives of Talmudic laty and the 
exigencies of modern living. Thus, while they insisted that 
hotels must strictly observe kashrut, they allowed Jews to 
provide hotel services all days of the week. 

Rabbi Bezalel Zolti is quite obviously not of this rabbinic 'per- 
suasion. Were it within his power, he would presumably ban 
even the supply of water and electricity to the capital on Satur- 
days — unless he could be assured that the installations were 
not being operated by Jews. 

Fortunately, this is not within his power. But hotels are_ 
something else: for he wields a club over them in the form of 
kashrut certificates. Using this weapon he has for the past year, 
ever since his elevation to the high rabbinic post, battled the 
sebbaie hoteliers over the employment of Jewish labour on the 

abbath. 

Now that the Ramada Shalom has bowed to his will, he ex- 
pects the other hotels to fall into line. 

‘This is a direct chalienge not so much to Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren, who opposed Rabbi Zoiti’s election, as to Chief Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, who supported it, and to Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
who backed it, too. It is a trumpet call for the return of the in- 
stitution of the Shabbes σον to Israel's capital. 

Tt'is inconceivable that this should be permitted to happen.

+*It's ἯΚΕ always having to catch ἃ 
train,” says Aviram of his underpaid 
profession's attempt to keep up with 
the realities of the Israeli economy. 
“Every year we barely get to the sta- 
tion on time, and one of these years 
we're going to miss the train 
altogether.” - 

In 1958, finding themselves grasp- 
ing for the back rail of the caboose, 
Aviram and 1,200 of the country’s 1,- 
500 secondary-school teachers broke 
away from the 30,000-member Hista- 
drut Teachers Union, then as now 
dominated by primary-school 
teachers, most of them seminary 
graduates. They formed their own 
Association of Secondary-Schooi 
Teachers, which now numbers ap- 
proximately 12,000, half of them men 
and 70 per cent academics with un- 
iversity degrees. 

‘The Association has been fighting 
over the years for pedagogic reform 
in grades 7-12 and wages commen- 
surate with those received by other 
academics working in the public sec- 
tor. 

The latter has been an uphill bat- 
tle, a struggle not only with the coun- 
try’s tight-fisted treasurers and the 
highly politicized Histadrut 
Teachers Union, which takes its cues 
from Secretary-General Yeruham 
Meshel, but also with public opinion, 
which equates teaching with short 
hours, Jong vacations, and coffers of 
unreported Income from tutoring. 


Most of the peace treaties signed 
with the government have 
represented short-lived victories, 
the gains quickly eroded by inflation. 


“THIS SUMMER, having not 
negotiated a new wage contract with 
the government for two years, we 
decided to ask for 8 raise of 50 per 
cent.” says Avirim. ‘At that time, 
the other workers in the public sec- 
tor (who had all got under-the-table 
raises of 20 to 30 per 
naively sympathized with .the 
Treasury's plight). were alated to 
get 15-per-cent raises. 

“We felt that 50 per cent would br- 
ing our salaries back to par with 
those of other academics working for 
the government and leave some 
breathing space; we won't negotiate 
a new salary agreement for at least 
two more years. eal 

“The Histadrut Teachers Union, - 
however, was demanding only a 35- 
per-cent raise, possibly because 
more of their members are in 
teaching for a second income than 
for a career.

“What the Histadrut Teachers got, 
ag a prize for not striking with us 
three weeks ago, is far leas than 35 
per cent. Make a calculation: 13.75 
per cent which all workers get, a 
one-time 5 per cent bonus, 7 per cent 
for wage erosion, another 2 per cent 
for wage erosion if you've taught less 
than five years, 1.25 per cent. for 
clothing allowance, and 25 phone 
ealis a month.

THE CASE OF ALUF ZEIRA

German Intelligence as to where the 


main force of allied power would be 
applied against the Normandy 
beaches, or look at the surprise 
achieved by the Germans in their 
Ardennes offensive. Intelligence of- 
ficera are human too. ; 

Alut Zeira and I were classmates 
at the U.S. Army Command and 
General Staff College, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas in 1957-58. He 
was one of the most brilliant officers, 
Allied or American, in the whole 
class. We formed a friendship and 
enjoyed a spirit of cooperation. . 
which I feel was beneficial to both 
our countries. 

Hindsight ls always more accurate 
than present or foresight. And it is 
time for you. Mr. Goodman, the 
Government of Israel. and the 
Israeli people to remember their Bi- 
ble and show compassion and 
forgiveness to this great man.
